CARE HOME MANAGER SPARED 
JAIL OVER £40,000 OAP FRAUD

A CARE home manager who stole almost 
£40,000 from vulnerable OAPs was spared jail on 
Monday by a judge who said she was not in a high 
position of trust. 

Mahani Abdoolraheem, 49, of Lovelace 
Gardens, in Southend, pleaded guilty on May 11, 
to nine counts of theft from individual residents at 
the Maplin House Care Home, in Shoebury 

Her victims were elderly residents with learning 
difficulties and Alzheimer’s. One of them was 97 
years old. 

The thefts totalled £39,370. She used the OAPs’ 
cash to buy perfume and jewellery. 

She initially denied the thefts and even fabricat¬ 
ed a diary which she said proved the money had 
been taken legitimately. Forensic scientists proved 
the diary was fraudulent. 

After admitting the crimes, Abdoolraheem then 
attempted to defend her actions by telling a proba¬ 
tion officer: “I only thought it was £25,000.” 

Abdoolraheem managed the care home between 
2005 and 2009 after being employed by the owner, 
her uncle Yousouf Meeajun. 

Mr Meeajun was originally a co-defendant in the 
case, as was Abdoolraheem’s husband Rashed, but 


prosecutors offered no evidence against them at 
the hearing in May. 

Prosecutor David Holbom said Abdoolraheem 
had had control of the elderly residents’ bank 
accounts because they were incapable of manag¬ 
ing their own finances. 

He said her control of residents’ bank accounts 
placed her in a high position of trust and made her 
a category one offender, with a sentencing range 
of two to six years in prison for a first time 
offender. 

Defence barrister Michael Skelley argued that 
Abdoolraheem was not in a high position of trust 
because she was supposed to be supervised by the 
owner and by external auditors. 

He also argued that the fraud was less serious 
because it was always likely to be discovered. 

Judge Owen Davies disagreed. He told Skelley: 
“Here are vulnerable people who don’t understand 
the financial arrangements, who are giving some¬ 
body a blank cheque. If that’s not a high degree of 
trust, then what is? 

“The fact is that leaving aside how likely a per¬ 
son is to be discovered, if they are willingly 
assuming a position which handles the entirety of 
the fortunes of people who by definition are 
unable to manage them by themselves, it’s very 


difficult to be in a higher position of trust.” 

However, in his summing up, Judge Davies 
changed his mind and sentenced Abdoolraheem as 
a category two offender. 

He said she had been ‘catapulted’ into a position 
of trust which she was not trained to handle. 

He added: “Having been given this trust inap¬ 
propriately, you breached it.” 

Judge Davies handed Abdoolraheem a 12- 
month suspended sentence and commented that it 
would be ‘inappropriate’ for her to carry out any 
unpaid work. 

Instead, he handed her a 28-day curfew between 
11pm and 7am, but added that it would not be 
electronically monitored. 

Abdoolraheem was ordered to pay £25,490 back 
to the surviving victims and an additional £11,880 
under the Proceeds of Crime Act. 

Alzheimer’s Society spokesman Robbie Lane 
said the story was a familiar one. 

He said: “People with dementia are vulnerable, 
and all too often we hear of them being taken 
advantage of financially. This is on top of facing 
high care costs and a society that fails to under¬ 
stand their needs. By working together with 
banks, local authorities and the general public we 
can help to stop this abuse.”

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Coastal sites to be protected 
in new conservation scheme

ESSEX Wildlife Trust has 
launched a new campaign which 
could see the northern shore of the 
Thames Estuary turned into a pro¬ 
tected area. 

The Wildlife Trust has ear¬ 
marked more than 100 coastal 
sites nationwide to be recom¬ 
mended to the Government for 
protection, called ‘Friends of 
Marine Conservation Zones’ 
(MCZ). 

All of the sites were selected 
through consultations with more 
than one million people. 

Simon King, president of The 
Wildlife Trusts, said the health of 
the marine environment has 


reached a crisis point. 

He explained: “The Marine 
Conservation Zone network repre¬ 
sents a joined-up way of thinking - 
a way of balancing a natural credit 
account from which we have been 
drawing carelessly for decades and 
which now is in deep and dreadful 
debt. 

“This is our chance to leave the 
natural balance sheet better off 
than the one we inherited.” 

The protected area of the north 
bank of the proposed MCZ 
stretches all along the south Essex 
coast, to Southend. 

The Thames provides critical 
spawning and nursery grounds for 
fish. 

Dover Sole, Salmon, Flounder, 


Cod, Herring, Sprat and both River 
and Sea Lampreys are all impor¬ 
tant inhabitants of the estuary. 

It is also home to the rare Short¬ 
snouted Seahorse. 

Essex Wildlife Trust reserves 
along this MCZ include Two Tree 
Island and Thurrock Thameside 
Nature Park, which opens to the 
public on Sunday, July 1. 

Mr King added: “We must grab 
the opportunity before us with 
both hands and provide our seas, 
and ourselves, with the compre¬ 
hensive, joined-up, ecologically 
coherent network that we so des¬ 
perately need and that the Marine 
and Coastal Access Act promised 
us.” 

Andy May, conservation manag¬ 


er for Essex Wildlife Trust, said 
some of the recommended MCZs 
have already been damaged since 
being recommended. 

He said: “Many of us are pas¬ 
sionate about our local wildlife 
hotspots on land, and vocal about 
protecting them. 

“But we don’t often see what’s 
living below the surface of the sea. 
If we are better able to visualise 
our local marine life, and under¬ 
stand what it means to the commu¬ 
nity, we are more likely to push for 
its protection.”

ONE man who spoke at the 
HARP event said he owed his 
life to the charity for getting 
him back on track. 

Tony Collingwood, who is a 
volunteer at HARP, took to the 
floor to tell his heart breaking 
story and how he had to use 
the charity to get his life back 
on track after leaving prison 
and becoming homeless. 

Tony has been to prison six 
times for violent offences, 
caused by trauma of losing 
family. 

When he was 22 he lost his 
three young children, who 
were just two, seven and ten 
months old in a house fire. 

To deal with the trauma he 
turned to drink and drugs. 

Starting on soft drugs he 
soon escalated to harder nar¬ 
cotics. He said: “I was an 
angry man because of what 
happened to my children. 

“If you had looked at me the 
wrong way walking down the 
street about five years ago I 
would have hit out.” 

Now the 40-years-old said he 
has cleaned himself up and has 
not been in prison since work¬ 
ing with HARP. 

He said: “The charity have 
guided me, without them I 
would be in prison or dead. 

“That’s the honest truth 
about my situation. They have 
supplied me with life skills I 
need to survive on my own.” 

Some of the skills include a 
weekly planner so Tony can 
keep track of what he will be 
doing in the week and how to 
spend his money. 

They have also supplied 
ongoing counselling for his

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Hope for Coryton after Russian company begins talks

CORYTON oil refinery is on 
the brink of being saved from 
closure. 

The Yellow Advertiser can 
reveal a Russian company is in 
negotiations with government 
ministers and civil servants 
about a previous offer made to 
administrators, Price 

waterhouseCoopers (PwC), 
handling the refinery sale. 

The YA understands those 
discussions are expected to 
continue this week, with 
Government being asked to 
stump up a relatively small loan 
to make up any cash shortfall, 


to secure the deal. 

The breakthrough - con¬ 
firmed by Union leaders and 
government sources last 
Wednesday - comes in a week 
of mounting pressure on the 
coalition to save the refinery. 

There has been widespread 
puzzlement as to why Prime 
Minister David Cameron and 
his ministers had not done 
more. 

Last Monday, the leader of 
Thurrock Council, councillor 
John Kent, had called on gov¬ 
ernment to explain the reasons 
why it will not bail out the 
refinery. 

He said: “The four, non prof-

group, namely Coryton, is set

“There is commercial interest 
in buying the refinery, so peo¬ 
ple can’t understand why the 
government will not take every 
opportunity to prevent the clo¬ 
sure.” 

Mr Kent argued that govern¬ 
ment intervention in France has 
led to the Petroplus Refinery at 
Petit Couronne being success¬ 
fully rescued. 

He added: “There is now a 
widely held view that our gov¬ 
ernment is failing to stand up 
for British jobs when their 
European partners are acting 
decisively to save jobs and pre¬ 
serve their vital infrastructure.” 

Mr Kent warned that closure 
of the refinery would cost the 
local and national economy 
more than £100million while 
an injection of between £64mil- 
lion and £106million would 
ensure Coryton could remain 
open. 

He said: “I believe the coun¬ 
cil’s ability to influence the 
final outcome remains limited.

T HE white sign outside the enormous 
Colosseum made me chuckle. Here, 
where 50,000 locals once cheered as 
Christians were chucked to the lions, today 
there is a list of ‘behaviour rules’. 

‘Bicycles, skateboards or other motorised 
objects’ are forbidden, as is engaging in ‘any 
form of business’, and eating ‘in large 
groups’! 

We couldn’t stop and ponder for too long, 
though. With less than a day to take in the 
sights of the historical city of Rome, time was 
of the essence. 

My family and I were cruising the western 
Mediterranean, aboard the 12-deck, 753- 
cabin Thomson Dream - the 53,000-tonne 
flagship of the Thomson Cruises fleet. 

And, though Rome wasn’t built in a day, we 
were determined to prove that, with a bit of 
planning and decent walking legs, we could 
at least see most of its famous sights in our 
allotted seven hours.

Steps, Trevi Fountain and The Pantheon - the 
most perfectly preserved of ancient temples 
with a hole (oculus) in its dome to let the light 
in. 

Afterwards, with 5pm approaching fast, we 
headed back to the coach. We could easily 
have spent many more hours, days even, 
exploring Rome. 

But this is the nature of cruises - though 
your time in each place is limited, there are 
other benefits. 

Firstly, after our hectic and hot day, we were 
looking forward to a relaxing dip in one of the 
ship’s two pools. 

And, as so many families discover when 
they take to the high seas, cruising is a highly 
effective way of exploring Europe while keep¬ 
ing a pretty tight grip on your spending. 

All tips for the crew are included in the origi¬ 
nal price, so the only extras are on-board 
drinks and excursions. 

Thomson Dream, a ship which originally 
entered service in 1986, is by no means the 
biggest cruise ship afloat 
(she carries up to 1,500 
passengers and 600 
staff). But even at full 
capacity she has the 
happy knack of feeling 
spacious.

Q. A friend of mine was recently gazundered. 

Can anything be done about this? 

A For those who don’t know, gazundering is the 
opposite of gazumping. It’s the name given to the 
practice favoured by some less scrupulous 
buyers of deliberately waiting until just days or 
even hours before exchange of contracts, and then suddenly reducing their offer. 
While gazumping is normally associated with a raging sellers’ market, when 
homeowners are more likely to be tempted by higher offers from desperate buyers, 
gazundering, needless to say, tends to happen in a slower market. Fortunately, 
however, it still seems to be relatively rare - although that is hardly any consolation 
for your friend. 

Of course, gazundering isn’t actually illegal. After all, it is one of the enduring 
eccentricities of the English property transfer system that nothing is binding on either 
party until exchange. Nevertheless, morally speaking, it is a clear abuse of that 
system - a much worse one, in my view, than gazumping. After all, how many of us 
can honestly say that we wouldn’t at least be tempted by the thought of pocketing an 
extra few thousand pounds by selling to one complete stranger rather than another? 
Gazundering, on the other hand, implies a strong element of premeditation. In 
delaying to the very last minute before revising their offer downwards, gazunderers 
are cynically counting on the seller being too heavily committed to pull out. In my 
view, this is utterly reprehensible. 

What if anything can be done about it? Well, although nothing can insulate you from 
the danger altogether, you can at least minimise the risk by using a reputable estate 
agent, who will thoroughly vet prospective buyers to establish their true financial 
position and level of commitment. Longer term, anything that can appreciably speed 
up the snail-like pace of our system for buying and selling property must be a good 
thing. After all, the quicker a sale progresses, the fewer the opportunities for such 
abuses. 

Finally, I can’t resist drawing readers’ attention to the deafening silence on this matter 
emanating from the consumerist lobby. Perhaps they are simply too wedded to the 
notion that it is always the poor innocent buyer who needs protection. Or maybe - 
just maybe - it’s because they haven’t yet found a way of blaming estate agents!

Tenant Question 

I am letting my property out for the first time, what kind of agreement do I need to draw up? 


Think Property Answer 

The most common form of tenancy agreement used is an "Assured Shorthold” (an AST) under 
the 1988 Housing Act (amended 1996). This type of tenancy offers the most flexibility to both 
landlord and tenant; has straightforward notice procedures for bringing the tenancy to an end 
and a special Accelerated Possession court procedure should tenants fail to vacate. 

If certain specific conditions are met relating to the proposed letting, a “contractual” non¬ 
housing act tenancy must be created. One example of this would be what is commonly 
referred to as a Company Let where the tenant is a bona fide registered company, another 
would be where the annual rent equates to over £100,000.Very rarely, a prospective tenant 
may be offered a full “Assured” tenancy that gives very significant and potentially long-term 
security of tenure to a tenant and, for which a landlord can only get possession in very limited 
circumstances.

It’s 
got a great chassis and so a 
big, sweeper of a hairpin 
seemed like an invitation to 
extend it a little. We all get a 
bit dewy-eyed for the old 205 
GTI, but I’m fairly confident 
that if I’d attempted a corner 
entry at that speed in a 205, 
it would have eaten the old 
lady tailgate first. As it stood, 
she got some warning from 
the squealing tyres and the 
maniacal laughter from two 
journalists inside. She didn’t 


look very impressed, but 
national blame was avoided 
as the car was French regis¬ 
tered. C’est la vie. 

It’s hard to talk about the 
Peugeot 208 1.6 THP with¬ 
out talk gravitating to the 
steering. Yes, the steering 
wheel is set low and small, 
Peugeot reasoning that it’s 
better to see the dials over 
the wheel (where the unim¬ 
portant bases of the dials 
may be obscured) rather than 
peering through it where it’s 
more likely that the important 
bits at the top of the clocks 
will potentially go unseen. 
Rather than its position, 
much discussion is about the 
feel, or lack thereof, and I’d 
be the first to admit that the 
electrically-assisted steering 
isn’t exactly rich in detailed 
feedback. To counter that, it 
is accurate and quick, so 
once you’ve developed a 
level of trust, you feel a good 
deal more comfortable push¬ 
ing the car a bit harder and 
learning what it’s doing via 
sound, the seat of your pants 
and, yes, the messages from 
the wheel. 

And push it you will. 
Although this 156PS engine 
isn’t as manic as the 1.2-litre 
three-cylinder petrol unit 
that’s sure to be a holiday hire 
favourite, it’s got enough 


about it to serve up a decent 
slug of entertainment. The 
tiny turbocharger helps it to 
60mph in 7.8 seconds on the 
way to a top speed of 
134mph, and there’s virtually 
no turbo lag at all. 

The detailing of design is 
crisp, the surfacing neat and 
the overall shape is extremely 
cohesive. 

The interior is a major step 
ahead too, with higher quality 
finishes and neat infotainment 
system feature, while both 
three and five door models 
offer more occupant space. 

The 208 1.6 THP is only 
offered in upscale Feline trim 
but, on the plus side of the 
ledger, the value proposition 
is pretty strong. For around 
£17,000, your car will come 
equipped with 17-inch 
Oxygen grey alloy wheels, 
electric, heated and folding 
door mirrors, an SRI radiator 
grille in satin Stealth Grey 
paint with a dark chrome 
bead, a sports rear spoiler 
and chrome exhaust tailpipe 
as well as colour coded mir¬ 
rors. Directional front fog 
lights and rear parking sen¬ 
sors are also fitted. 

The 208 1.6 THP is quick 
enough to get your jollies with 
but the suspicion that its tur¬ 
bocharged engine might be a 
bit fond of a drop of 95RON 


comes to naught. And how. 
Driven at speeds that won’t 
horrify the local geriatrics, this 
208 will average 48.7mpg. 
Even around town, that figure 
only drops to 35.8mpg. The 
135g/km carbon dioxide fig¬ 
ure isn’t quite so impressive 
but it’s still distinctly 
respectable. Even when 
being caned to within an inch 
of its life on some of 
Portugal’s best coast roads, 
the fuel consumption didn’t 
dip below 25mpg, which is 
impressive, especially as I’ve 
seen some quite surprising 
vehicles dip into single figures 
when really being wrung out. 

Residual values also look 
very encouraging when 
stacked against those of the 
207 and also the 208’s cur¬ 
rent crop of rivals. There’s a 
significant amount of residual 
goodwill towards Peugeot 
that has endured through a 
period when the company 
was making some decidedly 
lacklustre tackle. Now that 
they’re back on a firmly 
upward trajectory, it’s hard to 
see an economical and well 
built used hatchback having 


trouble finding used buyers. 

The Peugeot 208 has to 
count as my pleasant sur¬ 
prise of the year so far. I must 
admit that given Peugeot’s 
recent run of small cars, I 
wasn’t actually expecting to 
have fun behind the wheel 
but I did. You will too. It’s 
impossible not to. The 1.6 
THP is a smart way of man¬ 
aging a whole bunch of com¬ 
promises and about the only 
complaints I’d level against it 
are that the steering might 
not be chatty enough for 
some, the touchscreen inter¬ 
face is a bit of a clunker and 
the fact that this super engine 
is only offered in one body 
style and one trim level. 
Spread the love, Peugeot! 

If you were thinking of a 
MINI Cooper but were put off 
by the fact that it’s a MINI, try 
the Peugeot. It runs the same 
engine and feels less ostenta¬ 
tious piece of kit. It’s hand¬ 
some without ever appearing 
showy and is priced well. 
You’ll also feel good about 
rewarding a company that 
has turned a huge corner. For 
that I’m truly thankful.

L ETS face it, for most of us it comes as a 
bit of a shock when our tyres have gone 
below the legal tread depth. The usual 
drill is to approach your car, spot that you’re 
sporting a bit of a bald patch and then realise 
that the new laptop or weekend away that 
you’d promised yourself had gone down the 
pan, replaced by a visit to your local tyre 
depot. Joy. 

The trouble is that by the time your tyres 
have reached the legal limit of 1.6mm tread 
depth across three-quarters of the contact 
patch and all around the circumference of the 
tyre shoulder, your performance and safety 
has already been seriously compromised. 
Independent research undertaken by MIRA 
Ltd (formerly the Motor Industry Research 
Association) reveals that braking performance 
deteriorates in wet conditions when tyre tread 
depth drops below 3mm. 

Although the legal tread depth limit is 
1.6mm, a threshold set by motoring experts 
some 13 years ago, RoadSafe says there is 
now compelling evidence that motorists 
should check and change their tyres at 3mm. 
Road accidents where wet conditions are a 
contributory factor are on the increase, the 
road safety partnership says. 

The trend is already upwards according to 
Town and Country Assistance who state that 
road accidents where wet conditions are 
cited as a major cause have increased from 
one in 12 in 1998-99 to one in four in 2003- 
04. 

The cynic in me thinks that increasing the 
legal tread depth from 1.6mm to 3mm has to 
come off the back of pressure from tyre man¬ 
ufacturers who will suddenly increase sales as 
a result and a bit of background research into 
RoadSafe shows that vehicle component 
manufacturers are part of its makeup. 
Rumbled, or so it would seem. 

The truth is somewhere between the stand¬

points of penny-pinching motorists and profit- 
hungry tyre manufacturers and MIRA’s testing 
procedures stand up to the closest scrutinty. 

Their research was carried out on four sep¬ 
arate vehicles, a mid range family hatchback, 
an MPV, executive saloon and a high perfor¬ 
mance saloon car, measuring stopping dis¬ 
tances at 50 mph in conditions that repre¬ 
sented moderately heavy rain (0.5mm to 
1.5mm water depth). The research discov¬ 
ered that tyres with a 3mm tread had a 25 
per cent better performance than those at 
1.6mm. In terms of stopping distance this 
represents an extra 8 metres (25ft) in wet 
conditions. In one test, when a tyre with a 
tread depth of 8mm was compared to one 
with only 1.6mm, the stopping distance 
increased by 13 metres (42.25ft) - the equiva¬ 
lent to double the length of a typical living 
room. It doesn’t take a genius to figure out 
that this could be the difference between a 
near miss and a crash with serious conse¬ 
quences. 

The recommended point for change is 
accepted Europe-wide as being 1.6mm but 
even ministerial cars in the UK have their tyres 
changed at 3mm. 

Running down to the legal minimum and 
beyond is the falsest of economies. When 
your family’s safety is at stake, it pays to be a 
little more vigilant where tyres are concerned.
